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The  year  opened  with  an  offer  by  the  King  Edward’s  Hospital 
Fund  to  make  an, additional  Grant  of  £1;000  if  the  Hospital  itself 
could  raise  £4,000  in  new  or  additional  money.  The  coincidence  of 
the  invasion  of  Europe  and  the  Y-bomb  attacks  with  the  appeal 
naturally  had  a  very  serious  effect,  but  the  Hospital’s  friends,  old  and 
new,  were  splendid,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  qualified  for 
£500  of  the  £1,000  offered.  The  King’s  Fund  then  made  a  modification 
of  their  original  conditions  and  agreed  to  give  the  remaining  £500 
when  a  further  £1,000  had  been  raised,  and  at  the  same  time  extended 
the  offer  until  the  end  of  1945.  .We  are  very  proud  to  record  that  the 
additional  £500  was  claimed  before  the  end  of  January,  1945,  a  total 
of  £3,700  having  been  given. 

The  full  significance  of  this  sum  is  not  revealed  in  the  above 
figures  owing  to  the  loss  of  very  many  subscriptions,  especially  from 
Southern  England.  We  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity,  therefore, 
of  sending  our  sympathy  to  the  many  hundreds  who  suffered  during 
this  ordeal  (many  had  already  suffered  in  the  1940-41  bombardment)  ; 
our  very  sincere  gratitude  to  the  thousands  who  still  supported  the 
Hospital  at  a  time  when  there  were  many  other  calls  ;  and  our  equally 
sincere  thanks  to  the  hundreds  of  hitherto  unknown  friends  who 
helped  to  raise  the  above  Grant.  We  hope  they  will  continue  to  take 
an  interest  in  our  Hospital  and  its  workj  and  join  forces  wfith  us 
permanently  in  the  good  cause  for  which  we  strive.

For  the  information  of  those  into  whose  hands  this  Report  may  fall,  it  may 
be  stated  that  the  National  Temperance  Hospital  was  founded  in  1873  for 
the  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment  of  the  sick  without  recourse  to  the  ordinary 
administration  of  alcohol.  It  was,  at  the  same  time,  provided  that  the  Medical 
Staff  should  be  at  liberty  to  administer  alcohol  when  they  deemed  it  needful, 
every  such  case  to  be  recorded,  and  published  in  the  succeeding  Annual  Report. 
During  the  seventy  years  of  the  Hospital’s  existence  there  have  been  251 
such  cases  in  a  total,  of  78,431  In-patients.* 

As  a  General  Hospital,  this  Institution  has  a  strong  claim  upon  all 
benevolent  persons,  while  its  distinctive  principle  serves  as  a  protection  from  those 
perils  which  attend  the  administration  of  alcohol,  even  for  Medicinal  objects.

Although  not  working  to  full  capacity,  the  number  of  beds 
available  in  the  Private  Wing  have  been  well  filled  during  the 
year,  217  cases  having  been  admitted. 

The  Board  had  greatly  hoped  to  have  been  able  by  now 
to  utilise  the  20  rooms  occupied  since  1941  by  members  of  the 
Nursing  Staff  when  their  rooms  in  the  Main  Building  were 
rendered  untenable  by  enemy  action.  The  Ministry  have  not, 
however,  yet  given  their  sanction  for  the  work  of  reinstatement 
to  commence.  As  soon  as  this  is  completed,  no  time  will  be 
lost  in  opening  these  much  needed  rooms  for  the  reception  of 
patients. 

The  Board  desire  to  extend  their  most  cordial  thanks  to 
all  who  have  so  generously  supported  the  work  of  the  Hospital, 
both  financially  and  with  gifts  in  kind  throughout  the  year.

The  ordinary  Income  for  Maintenance  amounted  to  £30,315 
and  to  this  was  transferred  the  sum  of  £5,960  from  Legacies 
Account.  The  total  Expenditure  amounted  to  £36,275. 

The  Board  regret  that  it  should  be  necessary  to  utilise 
money  received  for  legacies  which  they  would  have  preferred 
to  act  as  a  Reserve,  but  the  difficulty  of  meeting  the  heavy 
cost  of  maintenance  renders  this  essential. 

Every  effort  has  again  been  made  to  keep  expenditure  to 
a  minimum.  The  increasing  cost  of  commodities,  the  adoption 
of  the  Rushcliffe  Scale  of  Nursing  Salaries  and  the  Hetherington 
Scale  for  domestic  workers,  as  well  as  scales  of  salaries  for  most 
grades  of  Hospital  Staff  (other  than  Administration),  arranged 
through  the  British  Hospitals  Association,  has  mainly  been 
responsible  for  the  increased  extra  outlay. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  the  Board  have  to  report  the 
death  of  Mrs.  E.  Blaiklock-Smith.  Elected  to  the  Board  of 
Management  in  1926  she  rendered  valued  service  both  in  this 
respect,  and  for  many  years  as  Treasurer  of  the  Ladies’ 
Association. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  R.  Wheatley  the  Hospital  have  lost 
a  good  and  valued  friend.  His  practical  help  in  the  raising  of 
over  £250  by  means  of  selling  Hospital  Matches  was  recognised 
when  he  was  elected  a  Life  Governor  in  1931  and  Vice-President 
in  1943.  He  has  been  ably  assisted  for  many  years  by  his 
sister,  Miss  A.  Wheatley,  to  whom  the  Board  are  deeply 
grateful. 

The  death  of  Mr.  David  Catt  has  deprived  the  Hospital 
of  another  staunch  supporter  for  many  years.  He  was  elected 
a  Vice-President  in  1931.

They  offer  their  sincere  congratulations  to  Dr.  P.  E.  Thompson 
Hancock  on  his  election  as  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians.  To  Dr.  J.  Nash  and  members  of  the  Resident 
Medical  Staff,  their  warmest  thanks  for  efficient  services 
rendered  is  accorded. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Administrative,  Nursing,  Staff. 
Domestic  and  other  Staffs,  the  Board  desire  to  record  their 
deep  appreciation  for  the  loyal  and  satisfactory  services 
rendered,  and  for  enabling  the  work  of  the  Hospital  to  be 
successfully  carried  on,  with  undiminished  zeal  and  devotion. 

They  wish  particularly  to  refer  to  the  loyal  and  devoted 
services  of  the  Matron,  Miss  M.  E.  Merrell,  and  to  the  Secretary, 

Mr.  A.  C.  Adams,  to  whose  indefatigable  efforts  the  Board  are 
much  indebted. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  L.  C.  Maugham  (nee  Willman)  who  Almoner, 
has  held  the  post  of  almoner  for  the  past  18  years,  occurred  in 
September.  The  appointment  of  Miss  D.  K.  G.  Collin,  B.A., 
to  succeed  her  in  this  exacting  work,  has  to  be  recorded. 

The  Board  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  arrangements  Preliminary 
have  been  made  for  the  reception  of  Nursing  Candidates  to  a  Training 
Central,  Preliminary  Training  School,  situated  at  Hadley,  School  for 
Herts.  A  group  of  Hospitals  send  Candidates,  who,  after  Nurses, 
completing  a  ten-weeks’  course,  are  received  to  pass  an 
examination  before  entering  their  chosen  Hospital.  They 
desire  to  extend  to  the  Authorities  of  the  Prince  of  Wales’ 

Hospital,  who  have  acquired  and  equipped  the  Property,  their 
sincere  thanks  for  the  trouble  they  have  taken  in  completing 
arrangements  for  the  reception  of  Candidates.  The  cost,  . 
which  is  borne  by  each  Hospital  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  Candidates  sent,  and  which  in  the  case  of  this  Hospital  is 
12  annually,  is  expected  to  average  .(approx.)  £33  per  Candidate. 

Nursing. — The  shortage  of  Probationers  experienced  the  Shortage 
the  previous  year  has  improved,  but  there  has  been  considerable  of  Staffs 
difficulty  in  securing  adequate  numbers  of  trained  Nurses  for 
the  Private  Wing,  rendering  the  smooth  working  of  this 
Department  somewhat  difficult  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year. 

Kitchen  and  Domestic  Staff. — The  work  of  the  Hospital  has 
been  seriously  hampered  by  shortage  of  domestic  personnel. 

It  was  hoped  that  more  effective  help  would  have  been  available 
from  the  Ministry  of  Labour  in  directing  suitable  persons  to 
Hospitals.  The  Board  trust  that  this  method  will  be  expedited 
and  the  essential  help  forthcoming  during  the  coming  year. 

The  result  of  this  shortage  has  meant  that  much  extra  work  has 
fallen  upon  the  Nursing  Staff,  which  they  have  undertaken 
most  willingly  at  all  times.

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  proposals  of  the 
Minister  of  Health  on  the  White  Paper  issued  during  the  year. 

While  the  matter  is  in  its  early  stages,  the  necessity  for  co¬ 
operation  by  the  Voluntary  Hospitals,  and  the  need  to  look,  to 
a  considerable  extent,  to  their  own  resources  for  their  continued 
support,  stands  out  as  essential.

Administration  of  Alcohol  under  Rule  LXII. 


RULE  LXII.— EXCEPTIONAL  CASES. 

“As  a  special  object  of  the  Association  is  to  discourage  in 
the  treatment  of  diseases  the  employment  of  alcohol,  and  to 
collect  and  furnish  trustworthy  evidence  of  the  results  of  its  disuse, 
it  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  prescribing  Medical  Officer,  in  any  case 
where  alcohol  in  any  form  is  ordered  for  a  patient,  to  enter  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose  the  full  particulars  of  the  prescription,  including 
the  time,  quantity,  and  reasons  of  its  administration.  The  effect  of 
the  dose  also  shall  subsequently  be  noted.  A  record  of  all  such  cases 
in  each  year  shall  be  included  in  the  following  Annual  Report.”
